During  the  few  short  months  since  you  entered  the  Victoria  Normal  School 
last  September,  each  of  you  has  learned  that  to  deserve  success  as  a  member  of 
the  teaching  profession  you  must  effect  many  personal  adjustments.     Among  other 
things ,  you  have  discovered  that  you  required  additional  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject matter  listed  in  the  Programme  of  Studies,  a  better  understanding  of  the 
idiosyncracies  of  children,  a  more  thorough  mastery  of  the  skills  to  be  taught, 
a  very  real  need  for  self-control,  as  well  as  wholesome  enthusiasm,  sound 
impartial  judgment,  and  the  ability  to  plan  and  organize  learning  activities  in 
a  manner  that  will  appeal  to  every  one  of  the  two  or  three  dozen  children  whose 
progress  will  be  your  responsibility  when  you  are  their  classroom  teacher. 

In  this  all-too-brief  period  while  you  have  been  effecting  this  transition 
from  pupil  to  teacher  status,  most  of  you  have  displayed  the  kind  of  courage, 
initiative,  and  intelligent  determination  which  will  eventually  spell  success. 
You  have  learned  that  you  must  not  permit  yourselves  to  become  discouraged  when, 
in  the  words  of  the  16th  century  poet,  Sir  John  Davies,  it  seems  that: 

"Skill  comes  so  slow,  and  life  so  fast  doth  fly, 
We  learn  so  little  and  forget  so  much  I" 

I  trust  that  your  periods  of  teaching  have  convinced  you  that  the  study 
of  theory  is  more  profitable  when  it  is  closely  associated  with  practical 
experience.     You  have  observed  that  continuous  motivation  through  the  skilful 
use  of  illustrations,  the  utilization  of  meaningful  experiences,  and  the 
application  of  new  discoveries  to  the  solution  of  local  problems  invariably 
results  in  increased  pupil  interest  and  marked  improvement  in  the  tone  of  any 
classroom.     The  degree  of  success  achieved  by  you  during  these  periods  and  your 
candid  self -eval uat ion  of  your  efforts  will  augur  well  for  your  ultimate  success. 

Because  of  your  enquiring  attitude  toward  the  major  problems  of  our  train- 
ing programme  and  your  whole-hearted  participation  in  the  co-curricular  activities 
I  am  convinced  that  you  will  maintain  the  reputation  for  effective  service  estab- 
lished by  graduates  of  former  years.     Next  year,   as  new  members  of  the  teaching 
profession,  you  will  seize  the  opportunities  for  continued  growth  provided  in 
the  broadening  experiences  of  your  own  classrooms  and  make  real  progress  toward 
that  objective  of  all  true  teachers,  unqualified  success. 

Your  diploma  is  our  expression  of  confidence  in  you.     I  can  assure  you  that 
you  go  to  your  new  work  with  the  best  wishes  of  the  whole  Faculty.

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FORT  VICTORIA 


Camosuni     The  site  of  the  new  f ort '.     Excitement  was  high  among 
the  fort  builders  aboard  the  "Beaver"  as  the  crew  was  preparing  to 
drop  anchor.     It  was  late  afternoon  and  already  the  sky  was  dusky 
above  the  peaceful  waters  of  the  bay.     The  men  were  anxious  to  look 
over  the  territory,  but  were  urged  to  wait  until  morning. 

They  knew  the  necessity  of  building  this  fort.     The  present 
headquarters  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  Fort  Vancouver,  was  in 
grave  danger  of  being  lost  to  the  United  States.     The  Columbia  River 
area  and  the  whole  Oregon  territory  were  fast  being  colonized  by 
great  streams  of  American  settlers.    They  disputed  British  supremacy 
through  the  Company,  and  seriously  threatened  the  fur  trade.  The 
issue  of  settlement ^ of  the  boundary  line  was  prominent.    Would  it  be 
the  north  bank  of  the  Columbia  River?     Or  would  it  be  the  forty-ninth 
par  all  el? 

In  either  case,  a  new  post  would  have  to  be  established  in 
northward  territory  which  was  certain  to  remain  British.     Fort  Langley 
was  situated  inland,  and  it  was  known  that  the  Fraser  River  was 
difficult  to  navigate.     It  was  not  at  all  suitable  as  the  control 
post  of  this  region  for  the  Company's  business.     The  southern  end  of 
Vancouver  Island  loomed  as  a  bright  prospect. 

The  director  in  charge  of  the  western  department  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  was  Dr.  John  McLoughlin,  who  was  keenly  aware  of  the 
situation.     Accordingly,  in  1842,  he  chose  his  chief  trader  at  Fort  " 
Vancouver  to  travel  north  to  select  a  site  for  the  new  post.  This 
man  was  James  Douglas. 

In  James  Douglas  he  had  chosen  well.     He  had  served  Dr. 
McLoughlin  staunchly  at  the  North  West  post  of  Fort  William.  So 
Douglas  boarded  the  schooner,   "Cadboro",  and  set  out  for  the  southern 
end  of  Vancouver  Island. 

Upon  arriving,  he  explored  the  territory  thoroughly  and  was  able 
to  report  that  abundant  timber  stood  in  the  area,  and  that  there  was 
a  great  range  of  plains  well   adapted  for  stock  raising  and  farming. 
Also,  the  magnificent  harbour  was  safe  and  accessible.     Indeed,  here 
was  the  site  that  was  both  suitable  and  secure'. 

And  now,  one  year  later,  James  Douglas  has  returned  with  his  men 
to  build  the  new  fort.       Its  name  is  to  honour  the  Queen.       It  shall 
be  called  "Fort  Victoria".

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HELMCKEN  HOUSE 


On  a  quiet  little  side  street,  just  above  Thunderbird 
Park,  there  stands  an  historical  monument  of  a  pioneer 
builder  of.  British  Columbia.  It  is  not  of  cut  granite  and 
sandstone,  and  it  is  not  over-shadowed  by  the  Provincial 
Government  buildings  which  surround  it.  Helmcken  House  is 
secure  against  the  hand  of  time  and  preserved  unchanged  as 
a  model  of  pioneer  homes.  Its  history  is,  in  a  sense,  the 
history  of  British  Columbia. 

Built  in  1852,  it  has  stood  unchanged  while  its  owner, 
Dr.  J.  S.  Helmcken,  starting  as  a  surgeon  and  officer  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  became  a  magistrate,  a  member  of  the 
first  Legislative  Assembly,  the  first  Speaker,  a  delegate  to 
the  Confederation  meetings,  and  first  president  of  the  B.C. 
Medical  Association.     It  remained  unchanged  while  Victoria 
grew  from  a  fort  to  a  village  and  much  later  a  city  known 
the  world  over  . 

Some  of  the  original  furnishings  still  remain  in 
Helmcken  House.     Here  can  be  seen  the  horsehair  and  Windsor 
chairs  on  which  the  impetuous  doctor  sat  preparing  his 
speeches.     Here  is  the  rough  wooden  bed  from  which  he  arose 
to  travel  by  canoe,  horseback,  and  foot,  to  visit  distant 
patients  and  to  administer  justice.     The  old  medicine  chest 
by  the  fireplace  came  over  with  him  on  the  "Norman  Morison" 
in  1850.     Here  also  are  the  medical  books  and  surgical 
instruments.     On  the  mantle  above  the  fireplace  is  the  first 
clock  that  was  in  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  about  the 
rooms  are  other  mementos  of  an  age  now  past. 

Helmcken  House  saw  its  owner  to  the  heignt  of  his 
medical  and  political  career;  proved  a  sanctuary  of  memories 
as  the  "Doctor"  wrote  his  "Reminiscences"  of  old  colonial 
days.     Unpretentiously  it  remains--a  symbol  of  the  courage, 
enterprise,  labour,  and  justice  of  its  young  builder  and 
those  pioneers  who  so  ably  helped  to  mould  this  great  province.

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ONE  OF  VICTORIA'S  PIONEERS:     EMILY  GARR 


Emily  Carr,  who  was  born  in  Victoria  in  1871,  was 
a  woman  who  loved  British  Columbia,  its  native  Indians, 
and  its  wilderness  .    Fortunately,  she  was  blessed  with 
the  ability  to  show  her  love  in  writing  and  in  painting. 

As  a  child,  she  led  a  very  lonely  life  and  begged 
her  parents  for  a  pet.    When  this  was  not  given  to  her, 
she  made  friends  with  the  Indians  who  lived  on  the  mud- 
flats across  James  Bay.     Her  first  feeling  for  these 
friends  was  one  of  pity,  for  they  lived  mostly  from  the 
things  they  gathered  from  the  garbage  dump,  which  was 
their  home.    However,  as  she  grew  she  developed  a  great 
interest  in  and  love  for  these  people. 

Her  father  had  discovered  her  artistic  ability  and 
imagination  while  Emily  was  still  a  young  girl  and  had 
given  her  lessons  under  an  art  master.    From  the  begin- 
ning she  used  her  talents  on  the  Indians  and  wilderness 
of  British  Columbia,  but,  as  no  appreciation  was  shown 
for  her  work,  she  set  up  a  boarding  house,  which  still 
stands  in  Victoria.    However,  her  summer  holidays  were 
still  spent  in  drawing  and  writing  amongst  the  Indians. 
In  1927,  she  was  finally  recognized  and  her  paintings 
were  taken  to  the  National  Art  Gallery  in  Ottawa.  During 
her  life  she  wrote  five  auto-biographies,  two  of  which 
were  published  after  her  death  in  1945.    This  great  woman, 
who,  although  born  in  Victoria,  was  not  recognized  here 
until  she  had  been  back  east.

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CRAIGFLOWER  SCHOOL 


Shortly  after  Fort  Victoria  was  completed,  the  people 
felt  the  need  for  a  school.     In  1854,  on  the  grassy  fields 
sloping  to  the  Gorge,  this  school  was  built.     It  was  called 
the  "Craigf lower  School". 

This  new  school  was  built  of  cedar  logs  and  the  roof 
of  cedar  shingles.     Inside,  the  school  was  furnished  with 
rough  benches  framed  from  cedar  logs.     A  huge  stone  fire- 
place built  at  one  end  of  the  room  was  tne  only  heating 
system. 

To  this  school  came  the  sons  and  daughters  of  pioneer 
men  and  women.     They  were  proud  of  this  school,  and  the 
beautiful  setting  around  it  was  enjoyed  by  ail. 

As  the  years  passed,  this  school  grew  old,  and  became 
inadequate  for  the  growing  city  of  Victoria.  Soon  the  day 
came  when  the  new  school  was  built,  and  the  old  school  was 
no  longer  needed. 

The  cedar  posts  were  still  firmly  supporting  the  old 
building.     Its  old  wooden  benches  and  big  fireplace  were 
still  the  same  as  they  were  one  hundred  years  ago,  and  on 
the  wall  hung  pictures  of  the  first  students  of  this  school. 
The  school  was  truly  an  historical  landmark  and  many  felt 
this  building  should  stand  as  a  reminder  of  the  first  school 
days  in  Victoria., 

The  Native  Sons  and  Daughters  of  Victoria  felt  the  same 
way  and  they  decided  to  take  over  the  building  and  use  it 
as  a  museum. 

Today,  many  Victorians  hurry  past  the  old  building  and 
never  think  of  its  importance  in  the  early  life  of  their 
city.     To  the  tourist,  it  is  of  great  interest.     This  ancient 
building,  the  oldest  standing  school  west  of  the  Great  Lakes, 
beckons  them  to  stop.     As  they  stand  in  the  doorway  they  can 
almost  take  a  glimpse  into  the  past  and  see  that  first  class 
sitting  on  tne  wooden  benches.

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THE  SPRING'  CONCERT 


Anyone  who  has  ever  managed  to  survive  a  school 
concert  will  understand  the  general  havoc  which  prevailed 
before  the  spring  concert  this  year.

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THE  PARLIAMENT  BUILDINGS 
OF 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA 


The  Parliament  Buildings  of  British  Columbia  are  located  in  a  perfect 
setting  of  trees  and  flowers,  facing  the  steamer  docks  of  the  capital  city, 
Victoria.     They  are  a  sight  that  never  fails  to  impress  a  visitor,  and  have 
made  Victoria's  harbour  famed  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  water  approaches 
to  a  city  in  the  world.     The  broad  expanse  of  terraced  lawns,  beautiful 
flower  beds,  curving  driveways,  and,  behind  all  this,  the  snowy  Olympic 
Mountains,  have  made  the  Parliament  Buildings  famous  in  beauty.  Another 
magnificent  feature  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  is  the  custom  during  the 
summer  months,  or  on  any  other  warrantable  occasion,  of  illuminating  the 
entire  facade  after  sundown  and  outlining  the  buildings  with  countless 
little  points  of  light--a  beautiful  spectacle,  which  is  breathtaking  when 
viewed  either  near  at  hand  or  from  across  the  water. 

Approaching  the  grounds  of  the  Parliament  Buildings,  one  sees  that 
they  comprise  an  entire  city  block  and  include  the  Cenotaph,  the  towering 
flagstaff,  the  statue  of  Queen  Victoria,  the  water  fountain,  and  an  obelisk 
commemorating  Sir  James  Douglas.     The  curving  driveways  lead  to  the  main 
building,  three  stories  in  height,  with  an  imposing  dome  surmounted  by  a 
gilded  statue  of  Captain  George  Vancouver.     The  buildings  are  made  of  native 
grey  andesite,  the  roofs  of  native  slate,  and  most  of  the  woods  used  in  the 
buildings  are  native.     The  great  central  dome  and  smaller  replicas  are 
covered  with  copper,  which,  having  weathered  to  a  soft  green,  blends 
harmoniously  with  the  grey  mass  of  the  main  structure. 

As  one  enters  the  main  building,  the  architectural  features  catch  the 
attention.     First,  directly  under  the  dome  is  the  central  hall  or  Rotunda, 
from  which  long  corridors  radiate  to  the  various  wings,  which  include  the 
Legislative  Chamber,  the  Speaker's  Canopy,  the  Press  Gallery,  and  the 
committee  rooms . 

The  history  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  is  as  impressive  as  the 
construction.     After  British  Columbia  was  created  a  Crown  Colony  in  1858, 
the  first  Parliament  Buildings  were  built  and  are  still  standing.  Victoria 
became  the  capital  in  1871  and  in  1893  work  was  begun  on  the  present  build- 
ings.   Most  of  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  are  native  to  British 
Columbia  arid  if  they  were  built  now,  the  cost  would  greatly  exceed  the 
original  cost. 

This  which  is  written  tells  only  of  the  beauty  of  our  Parliament 
Buildings  and  nothing  of  the  important  work  which  is  done  within  the  walls. 
This  is  left  for  the  people  who  are  interested  to  find  out  for  themselves.

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THUNDERBIRD  PARK 


Victoria  is  fortunate  in  having  so  many  interesting  tourist 
attractions.    Never  having  been  here  before,  I  was  quite  anxious 
to  do  as  much  sightseeing  as  possible.     One  place  which  attracted 
me  was  Thunderbird  Park.     The  stories  connected  with  each  ancient 
Indian  pole  seem  to  hold  some  mystic  charm.     As  one  reads  about 
them,  his  mind  seems  to  be  back  among  this  people  with  its 
barbaric  customs . 

As  we  entered  the  park  we  passed  under  a  gigantic  name  post. 
The  larger  figure  is   "Sis-u-tl",  the  two-headed  snake.     There  is 
also  the  Thunderbird,  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  Indian 
legends.    Although  it  may  be  traced  among  the  traditions  of  many 
Indian  tribes  across  Canada  and  the  United  States,  nowhere  does  it 
hold  the  significance  that  it  does  with  the  West  Vancouver  Island 
Nootka  tribe. 

Advancing  past  the  name  post,  you  might  first  examine  the 
house  front.     This  combines  the  work  of  three  tribes--the  Haida, 
the  Nootka,  and  the  Salish.     One  totem  pole  of  Haida  origin  showed 
very  clearly  the  fine  skill  of  this  people.     This  particular  one 
stood  thirty-eight  feet  in  height  with  three  figures  carved  as  its 
summit . 

Another  outstanding  specimen  of  Haida  Indian  art  is  represented 
in  another  thirty-eight  foot  elaborate  pole.     As  usual,   I  was  very 
much  interested  in  what  each  part  of  the  pole  depicted.     The  figures 
of  the  summit  wore  dancing  hats  and  below  them  were  various  animals. 

Behind  the  two  welcome  figures  stands  a  pole  carved  by  the 
Salish  Indians.     It  represents  a  raven  standing  on  a  bear  with  a 
human  figure  and  mink  below. 

On  through  this  Indian  haven  we  wandered,  each  pole  holding 
its  own  particular  story.     There  was  a  simply-designed  pole  of 
Kwakiutl  origin,  the  Bella  Coola  house  frontal  pole,  and  the 
mortuary  pole,  which  in  my  estimation  held  the  most  interesting 
tale  . 

There  in  that  tiny  park  is  wrapped  the  story  of  a  whole 
civilization.    Victoria  should,  be  proud  to  possess  such  a  store- 
house, for  it  is  to  me,  and  I  am  sure  to  others,  one  of  the  things 
that  will  long  be  remembered  after  leaving  here.

"A  little  bit  of  England"  -  oould  this  refer  to 
any  city  except  Victoria?    And  surely  the  most  aggressively 
English  things  to  be  found  here  are  the  antique  shops. 
Fort  Street  bristles  with  them.    Anyone  venturing  that  way 
for  the  first  time  is  likely  to  be  staggered  by  the  number 
of  scrolled  signs  whose  tortured  letters  spell  "Antiques". 

There  are  as  many  varieties  of  shops  as  there  are 
signs.     Almost  the  only  common  feature  is  the  bell  on  the 
door.     The  sound  of  the  bell  brings  out  of  the  inner 
recesses  of  the  building  a  propr ietor--a  little  old  man 
with  blue  eyes  and  a  soft,  high  voice;  an  elderly  lady; 
a  middle-aged  man,  shirtsleeved ,  intent  upon  cataloguing 
stamps;  or  a  smartly  dressed  woman  with  a  knowledge  of 
each  item  on  the  shelves.     The  shop  may  be  crammed  with 
every  imaginable  oddity  from  Ali  Baba  jars  and  vast 
wooden  screens  to  single  buttons .     In  such  cases ,  the 
merchandise  is  generally  piled  precariously  into  towering 
heaps  from  which  the  dust  drifts  down  on  those  who  inch 
past.     Other  shops  are  models  of  neatness.     The  twin  to 
the  grimy  glass  in  the  establishment  next  door  becomes  a 
piece  of  gleaming  crystal.     Polished  bronze  and  copper 
pieces  are  laid  out  on  satiny  maple  tables.     Each  item 
is  known  individually  and  is  placed  to  show  to  the  best 
advantage . 

What  is  gained  in  cleanliness  may  make  up  for  the 
almost  inevitable  loss  of  the  excitement  of  exploration. 
I  suppose  it  depends  upon  the  individual  taste.    But  it 
is  a  rare  shop  that  is  not  filled  with  interest,  for  here 
the  past  is  for  sale.
